SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine contains explicit sexual sequences with a central focus on the genital 
penetration of women engaged in intercourse with men. There are protracted views of 
this activity, presenting close-up shots of genitalia. These presentations are 
considered to dehumanise the women, who are portrayed as a collection of orifices. 
These images have been considered and balanced with the freedoms and rights set 
out under section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The objectifying 
shots of the women dominate the magazine, and are given significant weighting under 
the relevant criteria of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. 

The availability of the publication is for this reason considered to be likely to be 
injurious to the public good. This consideration is inconsistent with and outweighs the 
NZBR Act. The magazine is therefore classified:
